THE  COLLEGE  OF  FINE  AND  APPLIED  ARTS 

The  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  offers  professional  programs  in  four 
teaching  departments:  Architecture,  Art,  City  Planning  and  Landscape  Archi- 
tecture, and  Music.  In  addition,  two  extension  and  research  divisions,  the 
Bureau  of  Community  Planning  and  the  Small  Homes  Council,  as  well  as  the 
University  Bands,  are  included  within  the  College  structure.  Each  of  the  op- 
tions is  a  carefully  articulated  program  which  combines  a  large  amount  of 
specialized  work  with  the  elements  of  a  basic  liberal  education.  There  are 
outstanding  opportunities  for  enriching  the  formal  requirements  of  the  aca- 
demic programs  through  the  widespread  resources  of  a  great  University. 

Since  1931,  when  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  was  founded  by  bring- 
ing together  these  departments,  thousands  of  students  have  been  trained  who 
have  successfully  entered  professional  life.  The  record  of  training  and  creative 
work  is  a  strong  one,  for  both  students  and  staff.  In  addition  to  students  en- 
rolled with  majors  in  the  College,  large  numbers  of  students  from  other  colleges 
take  individual  courses.  A  staff  of  nearly  250  offers  this  work. 

This  publication  outlines  requirements  and  resources  for  the  College  as  a  whole 
and  gives  specific  programs  for  majors  in  each  department.  For  complete  de- 
tails, including  course  descriptions,  please  refer  to  the  Undergraduate  Study 
catalog  of  the  University. 

Each  of  the  departments  conducts  an  active  graduate  program  in  addition  to 
the  undergraduate  work  outlined  in  the  following  pages.  Specific  details  about 
these  programs  can  be  obtained  by  writing  directly  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate 
College  or  to  the  department  concerned. 


The  College  is  well  equipped.  The  School  of  Music  is  housed  in  five  buildings: 
Smith  Memorial  Hall,  the  String  Annex,  the  Theory  Annex,  Stiven  House,  and 
Hill  Annex.  Smith  Memorial  Hall  contains  a  recital  hall  seating  938,  sound- 
proof air-conditioned  practice  studios,  offices,  and  a  library.  There  is  complete 
instrumental  equipment,  including  harpsichords  and  a  consort  of  viols,  and  the 
latest  complete  recording  equipment.  The  Building  for  Architecture  and  Kin- 
dred Subjects  with  its  galleries,  studios,  library,  offices,  and  drafting  rooms, 
housing  the  Departments  of  Art  and  Architecture,  offers  an  excellent  physical 
environment  for  the  teaching  of  the  graphic  arts.  Architectural  classes  are  also 
taught  in  the  Fine  Arts-Commerce  Annex,  and  the  Department  of  Art  has 
studios  and  classrooms  in  Lincoln  Hall,  David  Kinley  Hall,  Civil  Engineering 
Hall,  Surveying  Building,  Sixth  Street  Building,  and  at  1009  West  Nevada 
Street.  Graduate  painting  and  graphics  are  taught  in  the  Graduate  Studio  on 
Illinois  Street.  The  Department  of  City  Planning  and  Landscape  Architecture

is  housed  in  Mumford  Hall.  The  Bureau  of  Community  Planning,  the  extension 
research  arm  of  the  department,  is  located  in  David  Kinley  Hall.  The  Univer- 
sity Bands  arc  in  temporary  housing  while  awaiting  completion  of  construction 
of  a  new  Bands  Building.  The  Small  Homes  Council  is  in  Mumford  House  and 
in  the  Small  Homes  Council  Laboratory. 

Three  departmental  libraries  serve  the  instructional  divisions  of  the  College: 
Ricker  Library  of  Architecture  and  Art,  the  City  Planning  and  Landscape 
Architecture  Library,  and  the  Music  Library.  The  Ricker  Library  contains 
about  28,000  volumes  on  art  and  architecture,  30,000  lantern  slides,  28,000 
mounted  photographs  and  drawings,  and  12,000  clippings.  In  addition,  there 
are  approximately  the  same  number  of  volumes  dealing  with  architecture  and 
art  in  the  General  Library  of  the  University.  The  Landscape  Architecture  Li- 
brary contains  about  10,000  volumes  and  7,000  lantern  slides.  The  music  col- 
lection in  the  University  Library  comprises  some  10,000  scores  and  pieces,  over 
9,000  books  about  music,  about  10,000  phonograph  disks,  and  300  reels  of 
microfilm.  This  represents  about  36,000  titles  and  editions  of  music  and  books, 
of  which  about  25,000  are  in  the  Music  Library.  There  are  collected  works  of 
over  forty  composers  and  twenty-five  historical  sets  of  music.  In  addition  to 
these,  the  Library  of  the  University  Bands  includes  over  9,000  scores  and  parts. 

The  University  art  collections  consist  of  works  purchased  annually  from  the 
Festival  of  Contemporary  Arts  exhibitions  and  other  exhibitions  and  gifts  from 
various  private  sources.  Among  the  most  notable  of  these  are  the  Collection  of 
Old  Masters  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merle  J.  Trees  and  the  Collection  of 
Far  Eastern  Art  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spencer  Ewing.  Over  sixty  works 
by  notable  contemporary  American  artists  have  been  obtained  from  the  Festival 
exhibitions.  There  are  also  growing  collections  of  prints,  original  drawings,  and 
ceramics  selected  for  both  their  intrinsic  interest  and  their  teaching  value. 

A  continuous  exhibition  program  is  followed,  with  annual  student  and  faculty 
shows,  as  well  as  outstanding  special  exhibitions  in  the  various  fields  of  the  fine 
arts. 

FESTIVAL  OF  The  activities  of  the  College  are  prominently  featured  in  the  Festival  of  Con- 
CONTEMPORARY  temporary  Arts  held  biennially  in  March.  Exhibitions,  concerts,  lectures,  dem- 
onstrations, and  conferences  within  the  areas  of  art,  architecture,  city  planning 
and  landscape  architecture,  and  music  have  been  important  features  of  the 
Festivals.  Many  outstanding  professional  workers  in  these  fields  have  been 
brought  to  the  University  for  the  events. 


ARTS 


In  1930  alumni  and  friends  of  the  University  endowed  the  Lorado  Taft  Lec- 
tureship in  Art  for  the  maintenance  of  an  annual  series  of  lectures  by  one  or 
more  persons  eminent  in  some  field  of  art. 


LORADO  TAFT 
LECTURESHIP 


Students  are  admitted  by  certificate  from  accredited  secondary  schools.  Fifteen 
units  of  acceptable  high  school  work  are  required  as  listed  below.  (A  unit 
course  of  study  in  the  secondary  school  is  a  course  extending  through  the 
school  year  and  requiring  not  less  than  the  equivalent  of  120  sixty-minute  hours 
of  classroom  work. ) 


ADMISSION 


(A)  Two  majors  and  one  minor  selected  from  the  following  fields:  English, 
foreign  language,  mathematics,  science,  social  studies.  One  major  must  be 
English.  (A  major  consists  of  three  unit  courses  in  one  field,  and  a  minor  con- 
sists of  two  unit  courses  in  one  field.) 

(B)  A  total  of  at  least  nine  units  from  the  fields  named  in  paragraph  A, 
amounting  to  a  major  or  minor  sequence  in  at  least  three  different  fields. 

(C)  Six  units  from  any  of  the  high  school  subjects  which  are  accepted  by  an 
accredited  high  school  toward  its  diploma  and  which  meet  the  standards  for 
accrediting  as  defined  by  the  University  of  Illinois. 

(D)  All  subjects  prescribed  by  the  department  in  which  the  applicant  desires 
to  study,  as  follows : 

Curriculum  in  Architecture.  English,  3  units;  algebra,  Wi  units;  plane  geom- 
etry, 1  unit.  (A  student  may  enter  with  a  deficiency  in  advanced  algebra  but 
this  must  be  removed  during  his  first  year  of  residence.) 

Curriculum  in  Art.  English,  3  units;  languages  (Latin,  Greek,  French,  Ger- 
man, Italian,  or  Spanish),  2  units  (both  in  the  same  language). 

Curriculum  in  City  Planning  and  Landscape  Architecture.  English,  3  units; 
algebra,  1  unit;  plane  geometry,  1  unit. 


Curriculum  in  Music.  English,  3  units;  languages  (Latin,  Greek,  French, 
German,  Italian,  or  Spanish) ,  2  units  (both  in  the  same  language) .  Each  appli- 
cant must  pass  a  qualifying  examination  on  his  major  instrument  prior  to  ad- 
mission. These  examinations  are  given  at  various  times  during  the  year.  No 
credit  is  allowed  for  the  qualifying  examination. 


An  applicant  whose  rank  is  in  the  upper  50  per  cent  of  his  high  school  graduat- 
ing class  may  be  admitted  without  adhering  to  the  usual  requirements  pertain- 
ing to  majors  and  minors,  including  the  requirements  of  a  foreign  language. 

High  school  graduates  who  are  residents  of  Illinois,  who  rank  in  the  lowest 
quarter  of  their  class,  and  whose  credits  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  are 
admitted  on  probationary  status.  Nonresidents  of  Illinois  entering  as  freshmen 
must  rank  in  the  upper  75  per  cent  of  their  high  school  class. 

fees      Students  in  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  pay  general  University  fees 
as  summarized  below.

Nonresidents  of  Illinois,  each  semester 175 

Hospital  and  Medical  Service  fee,  each  semester 7 

Laboratory,  Library,  and  Supply  fee,  each  semester 11 

Illini  Union  Service  Charge,  each  semester 7 

Other  expenses  of  students  may  vary.  Allowance  should  be  made  for  the  fol- 
lowing amounts  for  the  academic  year:  textbooks  and  supplies,  $75  to  $100; 
room  and  board  (nine  months),  $600  to  $800;  miscellaneous,  $100  to  $200. 
These  amounts  do  not  include  such  variable  items  as  clothing,  railroad  fare, 
and  recreation. 

Many  students  earn  a  part  of  their  expenses  through  part-time  employment, 
some  working  for  their  board  or  room,  or  both.  It  is  not  advisable,  however, 
for  a  student  to  attempt  to  earn  more  than  half  of  his  expenses  while  attending 
the  University.  The  University  maintains  a  Student  Employment  Office  which 
assists  students  in  finding  employment. 

REQUIREMENTS      Students  who  meet  the  general  University  requirements  with  respect  to  regis- 
graduation       tration,  residence,  scholarship,  fees,  hygiene,  military  training,  physical  edu- 
cation, and  rhetoric,  and  who  maintain  a  satisfactory  record,  receive  degrees 
appropriate  to  the  curricula  completed. 


HONORS   AT 
GRADUATION 


The  honors  awarded  at  graduation  to  superior  students  are  designated  on  the 
diploma  as  Honors,  High  Honors,  and  Highest  Honors.  To  be  considered 
for  honors,  a  student  must  have  been  in  residence  at  the  University  for  at  least 
four  semesters,  or  must  have  earned  in  residence  a  minimum  of  sixty-five 
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hours  credit.  For  the  degree  with  Honors,  the  student  must  have  a  scholastic 
average  of  4.00;  for  the  degree  with  High  Honors,  a  scholastic  average  of  4.25 
(for  transfer  students  no  more  than  six  hours  of  "D"  in  transferred  credit)  ; 
for  the  degree  with  Highest  Honors,  a  scholastic  average  of  4.50  (for  transfer 
students  no  hours  of  "D"  in  transferred  credit) . 


Electives  in  all  curricula  in  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts,  except  where 
otherwise  defined  in  a  specific  curriculum,  include  all  courses  in  the  humanities, 
social  sciences,  and  natural  sciences.  Courses  other  than  these  may  be  approved 
by  petition. 


ELECTIVES 


After  September,  1956,  Rhetoric  200,  Remedial  Writing,  will  not  be  accepted 
as  credit  toward  graduation.  In  all  curricula  where  basic  military  is  counted 
toward  graduation,  women  students  may  offer  four  hours  of  either  technical  or 
nontechnical  credit  for  this  requirement. 


In  curricula  where  a  foreign  language  is  required,  a  student  who  has  com- 
pleted one  or  more  high  school  units  of  a  foreign  language  beyond  the  language 
entrance  requirement  may  be  excused  from  the  curricula  requirement  to  the 
extent  that  each  high  school  unit  is  considered  the  equivalent  of  four  semester 
hours  of  credit.  Additional  elective  credit  must  be  supplied  for  the  credit  re- 
quirement from  which  the  student  is  excused. 


REQUIREMENTS 
IN  FOREIGN 
LANGUAGE 


Inspection  trips  are  required  from  time  to  time,  particularly  for  those  propos- 
ing to  practice  one  or  another  of  the  graphic  arts.  These  trips  are  taken  during 
term  time  under  the  supervision  of  the  University  authorities  and  are  con- 
ducted in  a  way  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  participants.

All  departments  in  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  reserve  the  right  to 
retain,  exhibit,  and  reproduce  the  work  submitted  by  students  for  credit  in  any 
course. 


STUDENT  WORK 


The  following  competions  are  open  to  students  of  the  College  of  Fine  and 
Applied  Arts. 

Allerton  American  Traveling  Scholarships.  Scholarships  of  $400  each  are 
given  to  the  two  students  in  the  junior  class  who  stand  highest  in  the  history 
of  architecture  for  the  year.  These  provide  a  summer's  study  of  early  American 
architecture. 

Alpha  Rho  Chi  Medal.  A  bronze  medal  is  awarded  annually  to  the  senior  stu- 
dent in  architecture  who  has  shown  the  greatest  ability  for  leadership  and 
given  promise  of  professional  merit.

American  Institute  of  Architects  Prize.  An  annual  award  is  made  of  a  medal 
and  a  book  to  the  senior  student  in  architecture  who  is  adjudged  outstanding 
in  scholastic  achievement,  character,  and  promise  of  professional  ability,  and 
a  book  to  the  senior  who  ranks  second. 

Edward  C.  Earl  Prizes.  Income  from  an  endowment  bequeathed  by  the  late 
Edward  C.  Earl  is  used  for  prizes  for  students  in  architecture  showing  the 
highest  excellence  and  progress  in  various  courses. 

Pi  Kappa  Lambda  Award.  The  payment  of  all  initiation  fees  of  Pi  Kappa 
Lambda  is  awarded  annually  by  Zeta  chapter  to  the  senior  student  in  music 
who  has  the  highest  scholastic  average. 

Plym  Prizes.  Awards  are  made  to  the  three  seniors  in  architectural  engineer- 
ing whose  work,  attitude,  and  ability  are  judged  the  highest.  A  prize  also  is 
offered  for  the  best  group  of  summer  sketches  and  for  the  best  development 
of  "sketch  problems"  during  the  year. 

Ricker  Prizes.  Gold  keys  are  awarded  annually  for  the  three  best  essays  on 
some  phase  of  the  history  of  architecture.  The  competition  is  open  to  students 
in  the  second  year  of  this  study. 

Scarab  Medals.  Several  bronze  medals  are  awarded  for  outstanding  perform- 
ance in  architectural  design  and  the  junior  courses  in  site  planning  and 
housing. 

Richard  V.  Voynow  Prize.  A  prize  of  $50  is  awarded  annually  to  the  student 
in  music  who  submits  the  best  essay  on  a  subject  selected  by  the  scholarship 
committee  of  the  School  of  Music,  preference  to  be  given  to  a  subject  dealing 
with  some  phase  of  modern  music. 

James  M.  White  Memorial  Prize.  Income  from  the  James  M.  White  Me- 
morial Fund  is  used  for  prizes  in  various  undergraduate  and  graduate  courses 
in  architecture. 

William  Anderson  Scholarship.  Tuition  scholarships  are  awarded  to  two  stu- 
dents in  music.  The  selection  of  candidates  is  made  on  the  basis  of  scholarship 
and  financial  need. 

Lydia  E.  Parker  Bates  Scholarship.  These  are  available  in  varying  amounts  to 
needy  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  of  superior  academic  standing  in 
art,  architecture,  architectural  engineering,  and  landscape  architecture. 
Robert  Wade  Forsythe  Memorial  Scholarship.  A  scholarship  of  $300  a  year 
is  awarded  to  a  student  of  architecture  who  was  graduated  from  Hirsch  High 
School  of  Chicago.  When  no  qualified  Hirsch  graduate  is  available  the  award 
may  be  made  for  one  year  only  to  some  other  candidate. 

William  G.  Hill  Memorial  Scholarship.  Alpha  Xi  Chapter  of  Phi  Mu  Alpha 
awards  a  scholarship  to  a  first  year  male  student  in  music.  The  scholarship  is 
for  one  year  only. 
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Kate  Neal  Kinley  Memorial  Fellowship.  This  fellowship  is  awarded  annually 
to  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts,  or  of  some  similar 
institution  of  equal  educational  standing,  for  the  purpose  of  advanced  study 
for  one  year  at  home  or  abroad.  It  is  open  to  students  of  art,  music,  and  archi- 
tectural history  and  design.  The  stipend  is  $1,300. 

Mary  C.  McLellan  Scholarship.  A  scholarship  is  awarded  in  alternate  years  to 
a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  who  has  demonstrated 
unusual  ability  in  art.  The  stipend  of  $1,200  is  to  be  devoted  to  professional 
development  through  study  in  America  or  abroad. 

Mississippi  Valley  Structural  Steel  Company  Scholarship.  A  scholarship  in  a 
varying  amount  is  awarded  in  alternate  years  to  a  sophomore  in  architectural 
engineering.  The  award  may  be  renewed  in  the  junior  and  senior  years  on  the 
basis  of  a  satisfactory  record. 

Motorola  Scholarship.    Two  scholarships  of  $500  each  are  awarded  annually 
to  outstanding  students  in  industrial  design  for  their  senior  year  of  work. 
Plym  Fellowship.  Two  graduate  fellowships,  one  in  architecture  and  the  other 
in  architectural  engineering,  carry  stipends  of  $1,700  each.  The  winners  ordi- 
narily are  required  to  spend  six  months  in  study  abroad. 

Presser  Foundation  Scholarship.  A  scholarship  of  $250  a  year  is  awarded  to  a 
student  in  music  on  the  basis  of  scholastic  average,  financial  need,  and  char- 
acter, with  preference  given  to  a  student  who  plans  to  become  a  teacher. 
Edward  L.  Ryerson  Traveling  Fellowship.  Two  fellowships,  one  in  architec- 
ture and  one  in  city  planning  or  landscape  architecture,  carry  stipends  of 
$1,800  each.  The  winners  ordinarily  are  required  to  spend  six  months  in  travel 
and  study  in  Europe. 

St.  Louis  Metropolitan  Planning  Fellowship.   A  grant  of  $900  is  offered  to  a 
graduate  student  in  city  planning  from  the  St.  Louis  region. 
Sinai  Temple  of  Champaign-Urbana  Scholarship.    A  scholarship  of  $50  is 
awarded  annually  to  an  upperclass  student  in  music  on  the  basis  of  scholastic 
excellence,  natural  ability,  and  financial  need. 

Thomas  J.  Smith  Scholarship.  Four  scholarships  each  year  are  provided  for 
women  in  music.  They  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  comparative  promise  in 
music. 

Frederic  B.  Stiven  Memorial  Scholarship.  Zeta  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Lambda 
awards  several  annual  scholarships  of  $100  each  to  undergraduate  students  in 
music. 

There  are  many  opportunities  for  artistic  expression  outside  the  regular  cur-      EXTRACURRICULAR 
ricula.  The  University  orchestras  (Sinfonietta,  Symphony  Orchestra)  and  the      ACTIVITIES 
University  choral  groups  (Oratorio  Society,  University  Chorus,  Women's  Glee 
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Club,  Men's  Glee  Club,  University  Choir)  arc  open  to  qualified  students  from 
any  college.  The  Oratorio  Society,  University  Chorus,  Opera  Workshop,  and 
Symphony  Orchestra  are  also  open  to  members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  and 
singers  of  the  community  who  are  admitted  by  examination  or  by  permission 
of  the  respective  conductors.  All  these  organizations  hold  weekly  rehearsals 
and  give  public  presentations  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  faculty  and  students  of  the  School  of  Music  present  concerts  and  recitals 
each  week  of  the  school  year.  The  School  of  Music  also  sponsors  weekly  broad- 
casts over  station  WILL  and  WILL-TV.  Chamber  music  concerts  are  given 
frequently  throughout  the  year  by  the  Walden  String  Quartet  whose  members 
are  artists-in-residence  and  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Music. 

The  national  music  fraternities,  Pi  Kappa  Lambda,  Phi  Mu  Alpha,  Sinfonia, 
Sigma  Alpha  Iota,  and  Mu  Phi  Epsilon,  maintain  chapters  on  the  campus. 

Students  of  art,  architecture,  and  landscape  architecture  participate  in  the 
national  professional  competitions  to  which  students  of  this  College  are 
eligible.  The  principal  student  organization  in  art  is  Illustrators;  in  landscape 
architecture,  the  Landscape  Club;  and  in  architecture,  Alpha  Rho  Chi,  Alpha 
Alpha  Gamma,  Scarab,  and  Gargoyle  (honorary),  all  of  which  maintain 
chapters  on  the  campus.  Active  also  is  a  student  chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects.  Students  of  high  scholarship  in  the  engineering  option 
of  the  architecture  curriculum  are  also  eligible  for  membership  in  Tau  Beta 
Pi  and  Sigma  Tau.  Students  in  landscape  architecture  are  admitted  to  Scarab. 
All  students  in  the  College  are  eligible  for  University  Honors  and  for  election 
to  Phi  Kappa  Phi. 

Art  students  take  an  active  interest  in  the  art  work  of  campus  publications  and 
the  designing  of  stage  settings  and  costumes  for  campus  play  productions. 
Representative  student  work  is  included  in  a  series  of  traveling  exhibits  which 
annually  circulate  among  high  schools  throughout  the  state.  An  annual  exhibit 
of  student  work  is  displayed  throughout  the  summer  in  the  West  Gallery  of  the 
Architecture  Building.  Student  work  is  also  exhibited  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Illini  Union.  Art  students  are  frequently  represented  in  regional  and  national 
art  exhibitions. 

The  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  Society,  formed  to  promote  a  closer  social  rela- 
tionship among  the  departments,  is  open  to  any  student  in  the  College.  The 
governing  body  is  the  Fine  Arts  Student  Council  and  is  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives from  the  following  organizations:  Landscape  Club,  Sigma  Alpha 
Iota,  Phi  Mu  Alpha,  Scarab,  Gargoyle,  the  Student  Chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  Alpha  Rho  Chi,  Alpha  Alpha  Gamma,  and  Illustrators. 
The  Society  sponsors  the  annual  Career  Conference,  the  annual  Beaux  Arts 
Costume  Ball,  and  other  social  functions. 
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DEPARTMENTS  AND  CURRICULA 

The  professional  curricula  in  art,  architecture,  city  planning  and  landscape 
architecture,  and  music  admit  freshmen.  With  the  exception  of  the  curriculum 
in  architecture,  which  requires  five  years  for  completion,  these  programs  nor- 
mally require  four  years  of  study  with  options  that  allow  specialization.  In 
each  curriculum  students  are  required  to  take  certain  basic  and  cultural 
courses  essential  to  a  liberal  education,  and  are  permitted  to  elect  additional 
courses  according  to  individual  interests. 

For  students  enrolled  in  other  colleges  and  schools  of  the  University  at  Urbana, 
the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  offers  introductory  courses  designed  to 
increase  aesthetic  appreciation  and  to  portray  the  role  of  the  arts  in  civiliza- 
tion, and  courses  in  applied  music. 

Architecture  is  concerned  with  the  design  and  construction  of  efficient,  safe,      DEPARTMENT  OF 

economical,   and  attractive  buildings   to  satisfy  man's  need  for  shelter.   The      ARCHITECTURE 

building  industry  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  nation  in  terms  of  expenditure 

and  employment.  For  leadership  the  industry  depends  upon  the  architectural 

profession  to  develop  new  building  types,  new  materials,  and  new  systems  of 

construction.  The  well-trained  architect  who  can  bring  to  these  problems  a 

high  degree  of  technical  knowledge,  social  insight,  creative  imagination,  and 

business  skill  will  find  opportunities  for  service  as  well  as  ample  rewards  for 

his  talents  and  efforts. 

The  curriculum  in  architecture  contains  a  well-balanced  program  of  general 
and  technical  training.  The  graduate  who  has  acquired  the  necessary  practical 
experience  can,  therefore,  apply  for  state  professional  registration  to  practice. 
Technical  subjects  stress  both  a  sound  comprehension  of  fundamental  theory 
and  the  logical  solution  of  realistic  problems  met  in  practice.  General  studies 
include  a  liberal  proportion  of  courses  in  the  physical  and  social  sciences  and 
the  humanities,  which  can  give  the  graduate  that  appreciation  and  understand- 
ing of  society  so  necessary  in  achieving  a  useful  career  and  a  satisfying  life. 

The  curriculum  provides  two  options  which  allow  the  student  to  undertake 
advanced  courses  according  to  his  special  talents  and  interests.  The  general 
option  offers  advanced  work  in  designing  large  buildings.  The  engineering 
option  emphasizes  advanced  courses  in  structural  theory  and  design.  Both 
options  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Architecture.  Although  students 
normally  make  their  choice  of  option  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year,  the 
program  is  so  arranged  that  the  change  may  be  made  at  any  time  up  to  the 
middle  of  the  third  year. 
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The  department  brings  numerous  outstanding  arehiteets  to  lecture  on  current 
professional  topics  and  it  conduets  regular  student  field  inspection  trips  to 
Chicago  and  other  centers. 

Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arc  hitecture  and  Master 
of  Science  in  Architectural  Engineering  are  offered  under  the  regulations  of 
the  Graduate  College.

The  curricula  in  art  permit  a  student  to  attain  a  proficiency  in  art  and  to 
secure  a  liberal  education.  The  first  year  of  each  curriculum  is  basic  and  cul- 
tural and  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  the  student  chooses  his  field  of 
specialization  in  one  of  the  following: 

The  Curriculum  in  Painting  provides  an  extensive  training  as  preparation 
for  professional  practice  in  painting  and  illustration  in  their  various  aspects. 
The  first  two  years  are  devoted  primarily  to  the  study  of  design  and  composi-

tion  and  the  acquisition  of  representational  skills;  the  last  two  years  to  the 
development  of  creative  expression  in  painting,  drawing,  illustration,  graphics, 
and  other  media.  When  followed  by  a  program  leading  to  the  degree  of  Mas- 
ter of  Fine  Arts  in  painting  and  graphics,  this  curriculum  is  recommended 
as  preparation  for  teaching  painting  and  related  subjects  at  the  college  level. 

The  Curriculum  in  Advertising  Design  provides  preparatory  training  in  the 
field  of  graphic  design  for  printed  advertising.  Under  conditions  approximat- 
ing those  in  actual  practice,  contemporary  approaches  based  on  firm  principles 
of  design  are  offered  in  the  areas  of  layout,  typography,  illustration,  color,  and 
education. 

The  Curriculum  in  Art  Education  prepares  students  for  positions  as  teachers 
and  supervisors  of  art  in  the  public  schools.  The  program  places  emphasis  on 
methods,  materials,  processes,  and  practice  teaching  in  selected  Illinois  schools. 
Upon  completion  graduates  are  eligible  for  the  Limited  State  Special  Certifi- 
cate as  defined  by  the  Illinois  State  Teacher  Certification  Board. 

The  Curriculum  in  the  History  of  Art  offers  a  broad  cultural  education  which 
unites  academic  and  studio  training,  prepares  students  for  certain  types  of 
museum  and  gallery  work,  and  qualifies  them  for  further  study  in  criticism 
and  scholarship.  Those  who  are  preparing  for  teaching  the  history  of  art  on  the 
college  level  are  ordinarily  expected  to  undertake  graduate  study. 

The  Curriculum  in  Industrial  Design  prepares  designers  for  three-dimensional 
design  in  industry  and  commerce  —  the  design  of  products,  interiors,  and 
displays.  The  student  divides  his  time  between  the  drafting  room  and  the 
workshop  to  develop  competence  in  both  the  planning  and  the  execution  of 
design.  Particular  care  is  taken  to  acquaint  him  with  the  processes  of  mass 
production.  During  the  senior  year  the  student  is  given  the  opportunity  to 
develop  his  particular  interests  and  abilities.  In  all  phases  of  the  instruction 
emphasis  is  directed  toward  giving  the  student  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  principles  of  good  design,  resourcefulness  of  expression,  discriminating 
perception,  and  the  ability  to  adapt  himself  to  the  conditions  of  industry. 

Courses  in  the  history  and  appreciation  of  art,  painting,  drawing,  crafts, 
graphics,  sculpture,  and  design  are  open  to  students  from  other  colleges  of  the 
University. 

Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts,  with  a  major  in 
either  art  history  or  art  education,  and  Master  of  Fine  Arts,  with  a  major 
in  either  painting  and  graphics  or  in  design,  are  offered  under  the  regulations 
of  the  Graduate  College.

The  Department  of  City  Planning  and  Landscape  Architecture  offers  three 
undergraduate  curricula. 

The  undergraduate  four-year  curriculum  in  city  planning  leads  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  City  Planning.  It  provides  the  student  not  only  with 
basic  competence  within  the  areas  of  urban  and/or  regional  planning  but  also 
with  a  sound  and  well-rounded  education  and  training  to  meet  his  obligations 
as  a  full  member  of  society.  It  also  serves  as  a  basic  program  of  undergraduate 
studies  for  continued  specialization  on  an  advanced  level. 


The  four-year  curriculum  in  landscape  architecture  qualifies  the  student  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  in  Landscape  Architecture.  By  its  carefully 
balanced  program  of  technical  and  design  courses  as  well  as  courses  in  the 
humanities,  the  curriculum  prepares  the  student  for  positions  in  professional 
offices,  both  private  and  public.  It  also  gives  a  basic  undergraduate  education 
and  training  which  can  be  continued  into  advanced  studies  in  landscape  archi- 
tecture, urban  and/or  regional  planning. 

The  four-year  curriculum  in  landscape  operation  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Science  in  Landscape  Operation.  This  is  for  students  preparing  to  enter 
the  contracting  and  maintenance  branches  of  landscape  architecture. 


1  Electives   must  be   chosen   from   the   areas   of  humanities,   social   sciences,   and   natural   sciences   and   must 
include  a  minimum  of  three  hours  in  each  area. 

2  Art  electives  are  to  be  selected  from  graphic  arts,  illustration,  art  history,  and  sculpture. 
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Courses  in  the  appreciation  of  city  planning  and  landscape  architecture  are 
available  for  students  in  other  colleges  of  the  University. 

Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  City  Planning 
and  Master  of  Fine  Arts  in  Landscape  Architecture  are  offered  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Graduate  College.

The  School  of  Music  offers  a  curriculum  in  music,  with  four  options  leading       SCHOOL  OF 

to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music,  and  a  curriculum  in  music  education,  with      MUSIC 

general,  choral,  or  instrumental  emphasis,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 

of  Science  in  Music  Education.  A  student  enrolled  in  any  music  curriculum 

pursues  throughout  the  four  years  of  his  course   (except  the  third  and  fourth 

years  of  the  curriculum  in  music   education)    a  major  or  principal   applied 

subject    (piano,  voice,  etc.)    in  which  two   thirty-minute   lessons   a  week   are 

taken;  and  a  minor  or  secondary  applied  subject  in  which  one  thirty-minute 

lesson  a  week  is  taken  for  three  years.  Public  performance  is  a  definite  part  of 

the  training  in  applied  music  and  all  students,  when  sufficiently  advanced,  are 

required  to  participate  in  the  student  programs. 

Courses  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major  in  music  in  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  are  offered  to  qualified  students.  Courses 
in  music  leading  to  this  degree  are  predominantly  in  the  fields  of  theory,  his- 
tory, and  applied  music.  Applicants  are  expected  to  have  a  rudimentary 
knowledge  of  theory  and  to  possess  a  moderate  degree  of  proficiency  on  the 
piano. 

Applied  music  and  courses  in  the  history,  theory,  and  appreciation  of  music 
are  open  to  all  qualified  students  in  the  University. 

Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Music,  Master  of  Science 
in  Music  Education,  Advanced  Certificate  in  Music  Education,  Doctor  of 
Education  in  Music  Education,  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  Musicology,  and 
Doctor  of  Musical  Arts  in  Composition  or  Performance  are  offered  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Graduate  College.

A  student  enrolled  in  this  eurrieulum  takes  two  applied  subjects,  one  a  major 
(thirty-two  hours)  and  the  other  a  minor  (twelve  hours).  In  the  band  and 
orchestral  instruments  major,  the  major  applied  music  subject  includes  work 
on  supplementary  band  and  orchestral  instruments  and  conducting.  Eight 
hours  arc  required  in  the  minor  subject. 

Music  200  and  201  are  required  of  band  and  orchestra  majors  instead  of  the 
regular  senior  theory  requirement.  Seniors  in  this  curriculum  may  choose  from 
Music  302,  303,  304,  305,  or  306,  for  three  hours  each  semester.  Music  302 
and  303  may  be  taken  to  replace  Music  300  and  301  upon  the  consent  of  the 
instructor.  Music  330  is  required  of  piano  and  string  majors  only.

For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Music   Education 

(130  hours,  in  addition  to  credit  in  physical  education  and   military  training,  required  for  degree) 

The  minimum  requirements  for  teaching  music  in  the  primary  and  secondary 
schools  are  that  the  teacher  be  sufficiently  proficient  on  the  piano  to  play 
accompaniments  of  music  education  materials  and  to  play  at  sight  such 
materials  as  hymns,  community  songs,  and  folk  songs;  and  that  he  have  a 
sufficient  knowledge  of  voice  to  sing  with  a  pleasant  tone  quality,  to  sing  at 
sight,  and  to  be  able  to  impart  the  principles  of  voice  production.  Students  who 
can  not  meet  these  requirements  must  take  additional  work  in  the  branches  of 
applied  music  in  which  they  are  deficient.

university  OF  The  University  Bands  are  organized  into  the  Concert  Band,  the  First  Regi- 
illinois  bands  mental  Band,  the  Second  Regimental  Band,  and  the  Football  Band.  Mem- 
bership in  these  organizations  is  determined  by  playing  examinations,  and 
assignments  are  made  according  to  proficiency  and  instrumentation.  Credit  in 
the  Bands  may  be  substituted  for  credit  in  required  military  courses.  Members 
of  the  Concert  Band  in  their  third  and  succeeding  years  are  eligible  for 
scholarships  amounting  approximately  to  the  tuition  fees  for  Illinois  residents. 

The  Bands  play  numerous  concerts  on  the  campus,  and  the  Concert  Band 
also  appears  in  many  Illinois  and  other  midwestern  cities.  In  addition,  the 
Bands  furnish  music  for  commencement,  convocations,  athletic  events,  military 
ceremonies,  and  other  occasions.  The  University  owns  a  large  library  of  band 
music  and  was  bequeathed  the  John  Philip  Sousa  Memorial  Library.  These 
collections  comprise  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  libraries  of  band  music  in 
the  world. 

The  Concert  Band  maintains  a  complete  symphonic  instrumentation  for  the 
study  and  performance  of  all  types  of  band  literature  and  is  open  to  those  who 
have  attained  a  high  level  of  musical  and  technical  proficiency  on  their 
instruments.    The   First   Regimental   Band   maintains   the   instrumentation   of

Membership  in  all  bands,  except  the  Football  Band,  is  open  to  women 
students  as  well  as  men.
